Street work took up considerable 
time of the council] last evening. Bids 
were opened calling for the improve- 
ment of ‘Bissell and Balboa avenues 
and Twenty- -first street. This work 
was included in one See i There 
were five bidders Federal 
Construction Company, Barber As- 
phalt Paving Company, City Street 
Improvement Company, Ransome 
Crumney Company and the Municipal 
Improvement Company. 

The lowest bid seemed to be that 
of the latter firm. It called for exca- 
vating, 97 cents per cubic yard; fill- 
ing, 98 cents per cubic yard; cement 
sidewalk, 14.7 cents per square foot; 
bitulithic pavement, 17.7 per square 
foot; curbing, 374 cents per lineal 
foot; culverts, $2.50. These bids 
were referred to the city engineer and 
attorney. 

The Warswick Street Paving Com- 
pany, which bid $565.96 for paving 
a portion of Scenic avenue, was ac- 
cepted. 

Bids for the improvement of Cos- 
tro, Soto and Main avenugs were also 
opened, Six firms bid on the Soto 
avenue job} as follows: Municipal 
Improvement Company, Blanchard, 
Brown Company, Ransome Crumsey 
Company, Barber Asphalt Company, 
City Street Improvement Company 
and the Federal Construction Com- 
pany. The bid of the Blanchard 


Brown Company was the lowest and 
is as follows: Excavating, 95 cents;

THE QUESTION OF FARES. 


There are no doubt many persons it Riéhmond who ean recall 
the great fight made by. Adolph Sutro against Collis P. Huntington 
and the old Market Street Railway, alias the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, for a five-cent fare to the Beach and Baths. Collis jeered and 
smiled at Adolph, and made light of his efforts, but the sturdy old 
Germ&n stood by his ships and though the Southern Pacific and the 
Market Street Railway were far more powerful fhen than the Trac- 
tion lines on this side of the bay are today, he brought them to terms 
and today you can get on the cars at the Ferry building and for a 
nickel ride to the ocean. If Sutro was able to accomplish that years 
ago, what is to prevent the same thing being done today under far 
more favorable circumstances by the people of Richmond? 

Why should they allow themselves to be gouged out of money 
daily which they should not be required to pay? The fare from this 
city to Oakland should not be at the most over ten cents, and fifteen 
cents for a round trip ticket. Richmond will never grow as she should 
grow if the present unreasonable rate of fare continues. The service 
is of the worst, and the cars of the most uncleanly character, yet the 
fare is enormously high. For ten cents the Key Route carries passen- 
gers from San’Franciseo to Berkeley, and many other places, giving 
& much better Service and a more expensive service than it gives this 
city. For ten cents the Southern Pacific gives a splendid boat and car 
service to dozens of points. Why, then, should the citizens of this 
town stand idly by and put up with conditions as they are here now? 
If the new management of the road will not put down the fare as it 
should, then Richmond should make an appeal without delay to the 
Railroad Commission. 

Up in Sonora, in Tuolumne county, they have had a railroad for 
years owned practically by one interest which gouged all the rest of 
the community and gave preferential rates to itself. But the people 
hauled the management of the road before the commission and fair- 
hess, justness and lower rates have followed’ In“other parts of the 
state the same results have followed. In Modoc county the people of 
Alturas have appealed against the rates charged by the Nevada, Cali- 
fornia and Oregon Railroad and already relief is in sight. The citi- 
zens of Richmond should imitate those examples. They should at once 
demand that the present exorbitant rates, which are so detrimental 
to the growth and development of the city, be changed and that fair 
and equitable rates, not based upon the “‘all-the-travel-will-bear’’ 
principle, but on fairness to the owners of the road and its patrons 
be established. / 

Of course if the management of the road was wise it would not 
wait until it was forced to lower the rates by the commission. 

That was the old ‘‘ public be damned”’ idea, but it is not the mod- 
ern scheme by any means. Today every corporation, from the Stand-

HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS. 


In Sacramento they have passed a regulation that the school chil- 
dren, the high school children, must obey the law and must not have 
any fraternities. If it did not happen so often it would be to laugh 
that the public authorities are obliged to force a lot of boys and girls 
to obey the statutes of fhe state. In Sacramento the high ‘school stu- 
dents had an initiation in which the usual assinity that passes for fun 
was conspicuous and the initiators engaged in a fusillade of pistol 
shots, with the result that the whole outfit was arrested, and although 
they were, of course, all the children of ‘‘prominent’’ people, they 
were locked up. If they had been kept locked up for a week on bread 
and water probably the school and city authorities would not have 
had to interfere to order the abolishment of the illegal fraternities, 
but of course sentimental and foolish parents got busy and the dear 
little boys, many of them with beards, and all of them cigarette fiends, 
were released. 

In San Rafael the high school students decided to recall their 
principal. He had ‘‘ frowned upon tango and other dances during luneh 
hour, discriminated against girl students, tabooed gum chewing in 
classrooms, discouraged athletics, especially among girls, and is too 
strict and old-fashioned.’’ 

As we said it would be to laugh that such charges should be 
brought against a teacher, espe¢ially by his pupils, were the subject 
not so serious. No wonder there is a cry all over the land that the 
schools are not accomplishing what they should, when pupils are al- 
lowed to run the schools and defy even the public authorities. In case 
of the San Rafael principal, it was ascertained by him that the recall 
petition was in circulation and he managed to allay the wrath of his 
accusers by being extra polite to them when they reached school the 
following day, meeting them at the front door and inquiring after 
their health, ete.

The project was then referred to 
the Rivers and Harbors Committee | 
of the House of Representatives. The | 
committe approved the project for 
the full amount asked and recom- 
mended by the Board of River and 
Harbor Engineers, $428,000 to be 
appropriated by the Federal govern- 
ment provided a like amount is ap- 
propriated by the local Richmond in- 
terests. The committee also speci- 
fied $100,000, the amount  recom- 
mended by the Board of River and 
Harbor Engineers, for the initial ap- 
propriation, that is, for the first ap- 
propriation, which will come out of 
the Federal government’s pledged ap- 
propriation of $428,000. Now, it is 
not a general thing for the commit- 
tee to include in the bill an approval 
committing the government to the 
consummation of a project, but I in- 
sisted that they do so with the Rich- 
mond inner harbor project and with 
the Sacramento, San Joaquon and 
Feather river flood control project, 
and they did. This means that the 
full amount of money pledged must 
be ultimately expended. Of course 


gineers will consider each time a 
new amount is asked for what 
amount should be granted at that | 
time, but I do not anticipate any 
trouble in the future in obtaining 
adequate appropriations of sufficient 
money to carry the project to com- 
pletion in the time allotted, provided 
the work can be done in that time, 
and I see no reason why it cannot, 
and provided further that Richmond 
is at all times prepared to supply its 
half of the money. | 

I cannot understand how the re- 
port came about that we wanted 
$200,000 instead of $100,000 for the 
initial appropriation. The Richmond 
inner harbor project is the only pro- 
ject in the rivers and harbors Dill 
that will soon be reported to the 
House, and which is now closed by 
the committee, that will be reported 
in the identical form and carrying 
the same appropriation as  recom- 
mended and asked. Richmond got 
all it asked for, and more than the 
gentlemen who came on to Wash- 
ington hoped. we would be able to 
get. Mr. Cutting, who appeared 
with me before the Rivers and Har- 
bors Board of Army Engineers and 
Mr. Wernse, who appeared with me 
before the committee, understood the 
situation thoroughly. 

If I remember correctly, I réad a 
dispatch in the San Francisco Chron- 
icle stating that we would try for 
more money for the initial appropria- 
tion for Richmond in the Senate, as 
we had not received all we asked 
for. The dispatch was in error, as 
any of the gentlemen who came to 
Washington can tell you. We re- 
ceived all that was recommended in 
Colonel Rees’ report and we did not 
ask nor expect the committee to in- 
clude a larger amount in the bill.
